The shogk was aceompanicd hy a
low, rumbling noise, not louder than would bo
cansed by o heavy eart, The house was ehaken
and the windows rattlel, When 1 attended
the First Heformed chureh in the morniog
and spoke of the cecurrones to the sexton, he
exelaimed he pow andarstond what hefora had
ugzled him, Not thinking of the earthuake
ltnd wondered whot the sbock was which he
had olwervod while he was attending to tha
furnace in the church,  Ho aaid the bollding
wus shuken, On conversing with other per.
sops whom I met at church, I found that
wome had obieeved the shoek distinetly, One
lady was awskened Ly it. Undoubitedly the
oceurrence wanld have atteacted mucl more
goneral atteotion if it had nov taken placo ag
thut hour on Supdusy mworpiog whon most
